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Minutes    of  the    Annual    Meeting, 

HELD    JUNE    6TH,    1873. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  singing  and  prayer 
at  the  usual  time. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  ac- 
cepted, as  were  also  the  minutes  of  the  Board  meeting. 

The  Appropriations  for  the  year  were  passed  as 
follows  :

For  Education  of  Children  of  Haw'n  Misionaries 500 

For  Salary  ol  Rev.  S.    Kauwealoha 150 

For  Support  of  Heathen  Children  in  Micronesia 100 

For  Support  of  two  Samoau  Catechists  in  Micronesia.  200 
For  Printing  and  Incidentals 150 

Total , I $1,550 

The  election  of  Officers  resulted  as  follows :

The  alterations  and  additions  to  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  (notice  of  which  was  given  at  the  last 
meeting,)  were  next  brought  up  and  acted  upon,  Sec- 
tion by  Section. 

In  Art.  3  of  the  Constitution,  the.  words  "who 
shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  So- 
ciety," were  expunged. 

Art.  5  was  amended  to  read,  "At  each  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  two  members  shall  be  chosen 
by  ballot,  who,  together  with  the  oifcers  mentioned 
in  Art.  3,  and  such  members  as  may  be  chosen  by  the 
Auxiliary  Societies,  in  accordance  with  Art.  0,  shall 


constitute  a  Board  of  Managers,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Society,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year." 

Two  additional  Articles,  to  be  styled  8  and  9.  were 
passed.  Art.  8  roads :  "Any  number  of  Life  Mem- 
bers, resident  elsewhere  than  in  Honolulu,  pledging 
not  less  than  $25  annually  to  the  treasury  of  the  So- 
ciety, may  form  an  '  Auxiliary.1  (to  consist  of  Annual 
and  Life  Members  of  this  Society,)  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  officers,  and  the  making  of  such  regula- 
tions as  they  may  wish,  provided,  however,  all  be 
done  in  conformity  with  Art.  2  of  this  Constitution." 

Art.  9.  "Any  Auxiliary  Society  pledging  not  less 
than  Si 00  per  annum  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  annu- 
ally one  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Parent  Society,  to  hold  office  one  year  from  its  An- 
nual Meeting." 

The  changes  made  in  the  By-Laws  are  too  numerous 
to  be  given  in  these  minutes,  but  will  be  printed  in 
their  proper  place." 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Society  adjourn- 
ed, to  meet  at  the  Fort  Street  Church  on  Saturday 
evening,  June  7th;  for  the  purpose  ot  listening  to  the 
retiring  President's  address  and  the  Annual  Reports.

In  response  to  a  call  from  the  Chair,  remarks  were 
made  by  Dr.  Damon,  Rev.  Messrs.  Forbes,  J.  M.  Alex- 
ander, Fathers  Lyman  and  Coan,  Mrs.  Lucy  G.  Thurs- 
ton, and  Mr.  Frank  Damon.

Report  of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society  has  held 
twelve  meetings  during  the  year,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  forty. 

The  two  Committees  on  the  Ma'de  Wreath,  and 
the  four  on  Music,  have  faithfully  performed  their 
duties,  and  deserve  the  thanks  of  the  Society. 

The  Treasurer  has  been  authorized  to  procure  an 
Album,  to  contain  the  photographs  of  the  members 
ot  the  Society.  (I  would  also  state  that  persons  send- 
ing their  pictures  are  requested  to  write  their  names 
on  the  front  of  the  cards.) 

Of  the  thirty  members  admitted  to  the  Society 
during  the  year,  twenty  reside  on  the  Islands,  two 
at  Micronesia,  seven  in  the  United  States,  and  one  in 
Spain. 

On  the  14th  of  December,  1872,  the  following  Reso- 
lution was  passed : 

Resolved:    That  we  request  our  President,  Rev.  H. 

Bingham,  to  draw  up  an  address  to  the  .Marshal,  VV. 

C.  Parke,  to  signify  our  sympathy   wit!)    him    in    the 

difficult  duty  of  suppressing  the    unlawful  sale  of  in- 
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toxica  ting  drinks  ;  and  also  to  assure  him  of  our  moral 
support  in  a  vigorous  administration  of  the  laws. 

Tl)e  Constitution  has  been  altered  to  allow  of  the 
formation  of  Auxiliary  Societies,  to  consist  of  Annual 
Life  Members  of  this  Society. 

The  By-Laws  have  been  extensively  revised  and 
improved;  but  want  of  time  and  space  will  prevent 
these  being  given  here.

Corresponding    Secretary's    Report. 

Swiftly  the  circling  months  have  run  their  round, 
and  brought  us  to  the  close  of  another  year,  the 
twenty-first  of  our  Society.  We  attain  our  legal 
majority  to-night,  and  hv  the  adoption  of  the  addi- 
tions to  our  Constitution, 'authorizing  the  formation  of 
Auxiliaries',  assume  the  rather  proud  title  of  The 
Parent  Society. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  has  already  prepared 
and  circulated  a  short  resume  of  the  active  missionary 
operations  of  the  year,  by  which  if  is  seen  that  five 
of  the  children  of  Hawaiian  Missionaries  have  been  our 
beneficiaries,  and  that  the  one  hundred  dollars  appro- 
priated for  heathen  children  in  Micronesia  was  at 
once  sent  to  the  field.  Through  inadvertency,  the 
amounts  distributed  were  printed  wrong  in  the  circu- 
lar. It  should  have  been  written  twenty  do  lars 
instead  of  ten.  All  the  last  copies  sent  away  have 
had  that  error  corrected  by  the  pen. 

We  will  here  quote  a  little  from  the  letters  of 
acknowledgment.  Rev.  A.  A.  Sturges  writes  under 
date  ot  Sept.  21,  1872  :  "  I  wish  I  had  time  to  write 
the  letter  to  the  '  cousins,'  especially  as  they  have 
sent  money  to  help  carry  on  the  work  in  our  school 


for  teachers.  You  will  learn  from  others  of  our  at- 
tempts lo  work  the  islands  about  us;  I  have  spent 
much  time  in  getting  ready  some  preachers  for  home  as 
well  as  abroad  ;  we  have  succeeded  in  raising  np  some. 
My  plan  has  been  to  make  our  churches  here  bear  all 
the  expenses  of  their  education  .and  support.  Of 
course,  these  teachers  going  to  other  islands  need 
many  things  in  the  way  of  clothes,  books,  <fcc,  their 
friends  cannot  give.  So  far,  God  has  provided. 
*  *  *  *  In  some  such  way  I  will  see  that  the  $20 
from  the  Cousins  are  appropriated,  and,  when  spent, 
will  report.  Garments  for  the  men,  calico  for  dresses, 
cheap  chests  or  trunks,  a  few  dishes,  knives,  forks  and 
spoons,  so  that  our  teachers  could  show  a  little  more 
civilization  at  home,  would  be  better  for  us  than  the 
money.  Please  accept  my  thanks  for  this  first  dona- 
tion to  the  Treasury  of  th^  Ponape  Missionary  So- 
ciety. You  shall  hear  more  from  them  when  they 
are  organized."  By  the  mail  from  California  this 
week,  we  have  received  a  second,  very  racy  letter 
from  Mr.  Sturges,  addressed  to  the  Cousins,  dated 
Oct.  1(5,  1872.  "it  is  not  intended  for  publication,  but 
shows  what  a  cheerful  and  merry  heart  he  can  keep 
up  in  his  loneliness. 

As  stated  in  the  circular,  letters  were  written  to 
three  of  the  Hawaiian  missionary  families  in  the  Gil- 
bert group.  Rev.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kapu,  on  Tapiteuea, 
both  wrote  pleasant  notes  in  answer.  Mr.  Kapu  says: 
"Great  was  my  joy  to  receive  this  letter  of  yours.  It 
was  a  new  thing  U)  me  in  all  the  nine  years  I  have 
lived  in  this  land  of  darkness,  and  we  both  send  our 
love  to  you  and  your  excellent  companions.  The 
work  of  the  Lord  here  is  good  and  progresses.  The 
Sabbath  schools  and  d'jy  schools  are  constantly  at- 
tended; the  children  come  regularly,  and  are  wide 
awake  and  attentive.  We  have  a  girl's  school,  com- 
menced in  January,  I  $72.  The  girls  who  live  with 
us  are  obedient  and  quick  in  their  work,  and  gentle  to 
look  upon.  Three  boys  also  live  with  us,  one  of  whom 
is  gentle  and  obedient."     Two  of  these  boys  he  men- 
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tions  by  name — Teraoi  arid  Tekalika.  The  latter  he 
seemed  to  think  the  most  promising.  We  trust  to 
hear  more  from  this  school  in  future  days.  Mi's.  Kapu 
writes:  "July  28,  1872 — We  two  received  your  letter 
by  the  Morning  Star,  and  great  was  our  rejoicing  at 
the  seeing  of  your  thoughts,  and-  in  the  receiving  of 
the  things  sent  by  your  Society :  the  rice,  the  cloth, 
and  the  money,  which  you  sent.  We  are  keeping  up 
a  girl's  school.  The  school  is  constant  every  day.  I 
have  established  a  women's  prayer  meeting  on  Friday. 
The  Holy  Spirit  is  amidst  us,  and  we  have  great  hopes 
that  many  of  this  people  will  be  Christ's. 

Rev.  Mr.  Leleo's  letter  we  will  print  entire,  as  it 
will  serve  to  give  us  all  a  better  acquaintance  with 
him.  Mrs.  Loi  Leleo  was  one  of  the  first  graduates 
of  the  Waialua  school,  under  Rev.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O. 
H.  Gulick. 

Nonwti,  July  31,  1872. 

To  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  H.  M.  C.  iS.  : 

Miss  M.  A.  Chamberlain:  Love  to  you,  and  all 
the  Society.  We  have  left  our  native  land,  and  all 
you,  our  true  friends  in  the  love  of  Jesus,  the  one 
who  died  on  the  Cross  for  us,  and.  for  all  who  are 
dead  in  trespasses  and  sins.  Great  is  the  love  of 
Jesus  to  us  ;  therefore  He  calls  on  us  all  to  draw  near 
to  Him.  "Come  unto  Me  all  ye  that  are  weary  and 
heavy  laden  and  1  will  give  you  rest."  He  has  also 
exhorted  us  to  "  go  abroad,  and  disciple  all  nations," 
and  to  show  forth  to  them  the  great  salvation  that  is 
in  Jesus.  To  this  work,  therefore,  we  are  set  apart  at 
this  time,  in  firm  faith,  a  faith  that  shall  not  waver 
from  weakness,  through  all  the  perplexities  of  this 
evil  world,  until  we  reach  the  time  of  laying  aside 
these  frail,  mortal  bodies.  Then  shall  we  see  clearly, 
and  it  will  be  the  endless  rejoicing  of  our  spirits  that 
we  have  assumed  this  great  work.  Jesus  fed  four 
thousand  men  till  they  were  satisfied,  and  yet  there 
was  a  remainder.  And  who  is  to  feed  these  4,229 
people  of  Nonoutis?     Is  it  not  ourselves  ? 


1  perceive  the  hope  of  your  thoughts,  and  the  ac- 
tivity of  your  works  of  love.  T  have  received  your 
letter,  and  the  things  sent  on  the  Morning  Star,  in 
your  great  desire  to  secure  adopted  children  in 
your  good  works.  This  is  what  i  have  to  show  you. 
ft  i*;  not  clear  yet  concerning  the  number  of  pupils 
suitable  for  us  to  take  to  live  constantly  with  us. 
There  is  only  one  boy  at  present  with  us  ;  we  teach 
other  scholars  in  different  places.  The  name  of  this 
boy  is  Moeao — a  boy  of  ten  or  more  years.  Perhaps 
it  will  be  best  for  us  to  wait  this  year,  and  we  may 
secure  the  very  right  ones  for  your  pupil. 

We  are  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  this 
place,  but  it  does  not  advance  very  well  yet.  Ex- 
ceedingly hard  was  it  before  this  time;  now,  a  tew 
have  turned  to  us,  but  the  greater  part  cling  to  their 
works  of  darkness.  Therefore,  we  beg  of  you,  con- 
tinue in  prayer  for  this  people,  and  for  us  also,  your 
friends  in  these  lonely  lands,  and  may  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  rest  on  us  in  peace  always. 

We,  (my  wife  and  I,)  weep  together  in  love  over 
you  all. 

I  am  your  brother  in  the  Lord,  G.  Leleo. 

Under  the  head  of  our  missionary  intelligence,  we 
may  fittingly  record  that  the  great  work  of  translat- 
ing the  entire  New  Testament  into  the  Gilbert  Island 
dialect  has  been  completed  by  our  cousin,  Rev.  H. 
Bingham;  and  both  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bingham  go  down 
this  trip  to  Micronesia  with  a  new  joy  in  their  hearts. 
With,  such  a  precious  portion  of  the  Bible,  and  a 
sweet-toned  church  bell,  what  may  we  not  hope  for  in 
coming  years,  with  two  such  elevating  and  Christian- 
izing influences  ? 

A  few  words  more  must  be  said,  in  passing,  of 
George  Kanoa,  eldest  son  of  Rev.  Mr.  Kanoa,  of  Bu- 
taritari,  one  of  the  earliest  Hawaiian  Missionaries 
sent  out.  George,  who  was  one  of  the  Society's  ben- 
eficiaries, was  a  young  man  of  great  promise,  and 
was  fitting  himself  for  the    missionary  work.       "  His 
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sun  has  gone  down  while  it  was  yet  day."  He  had 
been  for  eight  years,  like  a  child  in  the  family  of  Rev. 

D.  B.  Lyman,  of  Hilo,  and  a  member  of  their  Boys' 
Boarding  School.  He  had  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Lahainaluna,  and  was  planning  a  full  course  of  study 
there,  and  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  but  the  Lord 
had  other  plans  for  him.  A  short  and  swift  run  of 
typhoid  fever  ended  fatally.  He  was  in  Honolulu  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  whither  he  had  come  to  be 
with  friends  and  for  medical  aid.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
H.  Bingham  and  the  Corresponding  Secretary  did  all 
in  their  power  for  him  during  the  last  days  of  his 
illness,  and  a  most  devoted  uncle  was  his  constant 
and  tender  nurse — but  all  in  vain.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B. 
were  with  him  as  his  spirit  took  its  flight,  on  Sabbath 
eve,  Feb.  23,  1873.  His  last  word  was  in  answer  to 
Mr.  B.'s  question  if  Jesus  was  near  him.  A  labored 
"Ae,"  (Yes.)  His  remains  sleep  in  Kawaiahao 
church-yard,  in  a  lot  adjoining  the  consecrated  mis- 
sion inclosure.  Would  that  a  suitable  monument 
could  be  raised  over  the  spot ! 

Since  the  year  1873  came  in,  we  have  had  a  pleas- 
ant visit  from  our  missionary  cousins,  Rev.  John 
Gulick  and  wife,  of  Kalgan,  China,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  L.  Gulick,  under  appointment  to  Spain,  who 
came  hither  on  a  bridal  trip.  Alter  a  brief  stay,  they 
returned  to  California,  to  enter  on  their  several  fields. 
Letters  or  remembrances  have  been  this  year  received 
from  several  of  the  absent  cousins.  Gen.  S.  C.  Arm- 
strong, of  Hampton  Normal  and  Agricultural  Insti- 
tute, sent  us  a  very  cheering  letter  of  "aloha,"  as  well 
as  a  Report  of  the  Institute  for  the  past  year.    Justin 

E.  Emerson,  M.  D.,  on  the  medical  staff  of  the  Mich- 
igan State  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  has  sent  us  a  Re- 
port of  that  institution  for  the  year  1871-72.  Mrs. 
M.  V.  Hooker,  the  Secretary  of  our  Boston  cousin 
Society,  has  sent  us  two  little  notes,  and  the  usual 
donation  to  the  Society.  Another  member  has  been 
added  from  Boston,  Mrs.  David  C.  Scudder,  widow 
of  the  young  Missionary  who  was  so  sadly  drowned 
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in  India,  several  years  since,  in  the  very  opening  of 
his  career.  Mrs.  Hooker  sent  us  in  her  first  note,  a 
card  picture  of  Miss  Louisa  J.  Brown,  the  President 
of  their  Society,  and  has  promised  to  send  her  own, 
ere  long.  And  as  we  have  in  view,  at  no  very 
distant  day,  the  procuring  of  a  large  Photographic 
Album  in  which  to  place  pictures  of  all  the  cousins 
if  possible,  we  here  and  now  present  the  request  that 
all  who  are  so  disposed,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
contribute  a  shadow  of  themselves  to  place  in  its  safe 
keeping,  to  be  kept  here  in  Honolulu,  and  be  the 
property  of  the  Society,  for  all  to  enjoy  when  they 
visit  here.  Any  cousin  in  the  other  parts  of  the 
world,  having  such  favors  to  present  us,  will  please 
send  them  to  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  or  to  any 
other  friend,  with  a  direction  to  have  them  safety 
delivered. 

Affectionate  remembrances  have  come  to  the  So- 
ciety in  various  unofficial  letters :  from  the  Gulicks, 
in  Spain  and  Japan ;  from  Pi\  and  Mrs.  Pierson,  in 
Iowa,  and  from  Miss  M.  Flaxman,  formerly  a  teacher 
in  Kawaiahao  Seminary.  C.  F.  Nichols,  M.  D.,  of 
Salem,  Mass  ,  has  also  remembered,  us,  both  by  letter, 
and  communications  for  the  Maile  Wreath.  We  have 
very  lately  received  a  note  from  T.  M.  Coan,  M.  D., 
of  New  York  City,  earnestly  asking  (as  he  has  several 
times  before,)  for  a  copy  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual* 
Report,  to  complete  a  file  for  binding.  The  Cor- 
responding Secretary  has,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Society,  lately  had  all  we  can  present  for  a  Report  of 
that  year,  reprinted  in  regular  form,  and  it  will  soon 
be  ready  for  distribution  if  any  one  desires. 

From  a  late  religious  newspaper  we  clip  the  follow- 
ing :  "  The  Rev.  Samuel  L.  Conde,  late  of  Auburn 
Theological  Seminary,  is  about  to  take  the  pastoral 
charge  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Troy,  Pa.,  and 
should  be  addressed  there." 

Our  schools,  under  the  care  of  different  cousins,  have 
passed  through  another  successful  year.  The  Kawai- 
ahao  Seminary  has  had  its  full  complement  of  forty 
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scholars  during  the  entire  year,  and  lias  this  week 
held  another  of  its  most  delightful  examinations.  The 
drill  was  almost  perfect,  and  the  singing  exceedingly 
sweet.  One  pretty  feature  of  the  occasion  this  year, 
was  the  singing  by  three  wee  little  tots,  (the  eldest 
of  whom  is  barely  six  years  old,)  a  very  sweet  hymn 
all  alone.  This,  and  the  solo  by  one  little  girl— a 
school  song  to  the  well-known  air,  "Coming  through 
the  Rye;"  were  received  with  applause.  The  exam- 
ination in  Scripture  History,  by  the  Principal,  was 
unrivaled.  In  September  last,  Miss  Flaxman  closed 
her  connection  with  the  school,  and  returned  to  Eng- 
land. Her  faithful  services  will  long  be  held  in 
grateful  remembrance.  Miss  Annie  McCully  supplied 
her  place  for  some  months,  until  the  arrival  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year  1873  of  Miss  Lucretia 
Ingrnhain,  of  Hunter,  X.  Y.  Miss  Ingraham  has  taken 
hold  vigorously,  and  we  feel  rejoiced  that  one  so 
suited  to  the  situation  should  have  been  raised 
up.  Miss  McCully  will  continue  in  the  school  as 
assistant  teacher,  another  year.  Miss  Clara  L. 
Mosely;  a  niece  of  the  Misses  B.,  arrived  here 
from  Union  City,  Michigan,  about  a  year  since,  and 
has  been  attending  school  at  Punahou,  and  also 
teaching  music   in   the    Kawaiahao    school    the' past

One  of  the  pupils,  Miriam    Kamale,    was    married 

about  a  month  ago  to  Rev.  J.  S.  Kekuewa,  a  Mission- 
ary under  appointment  to  Micronesia,  to  take  the 
station  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  Rev.  H.  Aea.  It 
may  add  to  the  interest  in  Miriam  to  know  she  was 
expecting  to  go  to  Micronesia  with  Aea,  but  his 
death  intervened.  Miriam  was  for  several  years  an 
inmate  of  the  family  of  Rev.  and  Mrs  L.  H.  Gulick, 
but  on  their  departure  joined  the  Seminary,  where 
she  has  since  remained  a  faithful  scholar  and  assistant 
teacher.  This  is  the  first  graduate  of  the  Seminary 
to  go  on  a  mission.  Others  we  can  but  hope  will  fol- 
low her  example. 

The   Waialua  school,  of  which  our  cousin,  Mary  E. 
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Green  is  principal,  has  also  prospered  this  year.  They 
held  a  very  interesting  examination  last  Jnly.  The 
sinking  and  gymnastic  exercises,  as  well  as  the  exam- 
ination in  various  branches  of  study,  were  warmly 
applauded.  They  also  held  a  successful  fair  in  the 
month  of  March,  1873,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
funds  to  purchase  a  sewing  machine  for  the  use  of 
the  school.  The  school  numbers  forty-eight,  and 
many  of  the  pupils  are  quite  young.  Misses  Jennie 
Pogue  and  Nina  Goodale  have  been  connected  with 
the  school  all  this  year. 

The  Makawao  school  numbers  about  sixty.  Mr. 
and  Mi's.  C.  B.  Andrews  and  Miss  Carpenter  are  inde- 
fatigable workers.  Miss  Ellen  Arms,  of  Vermont, 
has  arrived  to  take  her  place  as  assistant  teacher 
there  during  the  past  year.  Miss  Carpenter  writes 
that  "they  are  planning  for  an  examination  this  sum- 
mer, and  a  little  sale  of  fancy  articles  and  eatables 
at  the  same  time." 

The  Koloa  girl's  school  has  been  disbanded  during 
the  past  year. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1873,  the  Reform  School 
at  Palama  was  placed  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  George  H.  Dole,  formerly  of  Koloa,  Kauai,  and 
the  Misses  Parker  retired  with  the  love  and  regrets  of 
the  entire  school.  The  long  file  of  boys  (nearly  all 
quite  young,)  which  this  school  presents  every  Sab- 
bath morning,  marching  in  quietly  and  orderly  to 
the  Kawaiahao  Sunday  School,  is  an  interesting  sight 
to  witness. 

The  Makawao  Farm  School  is  still  under  the  kind, 
matronly  care  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Thurston,  and  Mr.  Harvey 
Rogers.  Mr.  Kavanaugh  lately  resigned  on  account 
of  poor  health,  and  has  left  the  Islands  for  Japan, 
and  Mr.  F.  L.  Clarke  has  been  appointed  in  his  place. 
We  have  three  beneficiaries  in  this  school. 

It  is  with  considerable  trepidation  that  your  Secre- 
tary enters  on  the  personal  items  of  the  Report,  and 
would  crave  from  all,  a  kind  forbearance  should  some 
items  escape  notice,  with  the  earnest  wish  that  errors 
2 
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and  omissions  may  be  reported  to  her  before  the  Re- 
port goes  to  press  ;  and  also  would  beg  to  say  that, 
Avitli  the  greatest  care  in  proof  reading,  errors  of 
typography  will  creep  in,  once  in  a  while. 

The  sympathies  of  all  our  band  in  Honolulu  were 
called  forth  last  summer  for  our  cousin  Edward  H. 
Bailey,  of  Maui,  in  the  loss  of  his  right  hand  by  an 
accident.  There  being  no  surgeon  at  the  time  on 
Maui,  he  was  forced  to  take  a  voyage  to  Honolulu 
before  the  injured  member  could  be  amputated,  and 
he  remained  here  for  some  weeks,  during  which  time 
it  was  a  pleasure  to  the  cousins  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  cheer  him  and  alleviate  the  tedium  of  his 
recovery.  We  rejoice  to  state  that  he  is  in  perfect 
health  again,  and  pursues  his  business  almost  as 
handily  as  ever. 

We  cannot  promise  to  speak  of  all  the  changes  by 
travel  and  removal  during  the  year.  A  few  excep- 
tions, however,  must  be  made,  and  first  among  these 
Ave  would  mention  the  visit  of  Mrs.  Emily  (Rice)  De 
la  Vergne,  with  her  husband  and  two  little  boys,  to 
the  home  of  her  childhood.  We  regret  that  then- 
services  were  not  secured  in  some  of  our  schools,  for 
which  they  seemed  so  fitted.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles 
Dickie  have  come  to  us  from  California,  to  settle  at 
Haiku,  East  Maui.  Mr.  Frank  W.  Damon  has  very 
lately  returned.  He  has  decided  to  take  a  year  of 
rest  from  study.  He  was  in  his  senior  year  at  Am- 
herst College,  but  was  in  danger  of  a  break-down, 
and  so  left  in  time.  He  will  next  year  be  employed 
as  Professor  in  Oahu  College,  in  the  place  of  Mr. 
Chickering,  whom  we  part  with,  with  regret.  Miss 
Brockway  also,  who  has  been  a  teacher  at  Punahou 
the  past  year,  leaves  us  soon,  much  esteemed.  P.  C. 
Jones,  Jr.,  has  been  to  Boston  and  returned  since 
1873  opened.  Mr.  M..  Benfield  and  family  left  for  his 
health  earlyjn  March,  and  Mrs.  Alfred  Castle  and 
two  children  left  a  month  since  for  quite  an  absence 
in  Canada,  and  this  very  day,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D. 
Pwight  Baldwin,   with    four  children,  and  Dr.  and 
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Mrs.  J.  M.  Whitney  have  left  us  for  a  visit  to  the 
Eastern  States.  Mr.  W.  Frear,  Pastor  of  Fort  Street 
Church,  has  also  gone  to  take  his  summer  vacation  at 
the   Coast.      Miss  M.  J.  Armstrong,  Miss  Hessie  L. 

Dickson,  and  others  have  left  for  the  United  States 
during  the  year.

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Address  of  the  Retiring   President. 


My  Dear  Cousins  :  The  past  year  has  been  one 
of  pleasure  and  progress  as  regards  the  history  01*  our 
Society.  Good  feeling  has  uniformly  existed,  and  we 
trust  our  meetings  have  been  such  as  to  promote 
union  among  the  members. 

In  addition  to  our  usual  subjects,  those  of  Tem- 
perance and  Auxiliary  Societies  have  enlisted  our 
interest  during  the  year,  and  especially  the  last 
named.  We  have  sought  to  strengthen  officers  of  the 
government  in  their  efforts  to  suppress  the  illegal  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  we  have  also  sought  to 
extend  the  influence  and  usefulness  of  the  Society  by 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  Auxiliary  Societies 
on  the  other  Islands,  and  wherever  its  members  may 
be  found.  Additions  to  our  Constitution,  for  this 
purpose,  have  just  been  made,  and  it  should  be  to  us 
a  source  of  joy  and  mutual  congratulation  that  after 
the  long  and  earnest  discussions,  we  have  arrived  at 
so  great  a  degree  of  unanimity  of  feeling  and  action. 
It  must  be  apparent  to  all  that  our  Society  desires  to 
remain  true  to  one  of  its  great  objects,  viz.,  the  pro- 
motion  of  the  cause  of  Gospel  Missions;  and  to  secure 
this,  it  encourages  its  patrons  abroad  to  do  still  more 
for  this  cause  through  the  agency  of  our  Society  by 
inviting  such  Auxiliary  Societies  as  may  be  formed, 
to  contribute  to  such  an  extent  as  shall  make  it 
quite  right  and  expedient  for  them  to  have  a  voice 
in  the  disposal  of  the  funds  of  our  treasury.  Is  not 
this  the  design  of  Article#  9,  added  to  our  Constitu- 
tion last  evening,  viz.,  "Any  Auxiliary  Society, 
pledging  not  less  than  $100  per  annum,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  elect  annually  one  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Parent  Society,  to  hold  office  one 
year  from  its  annual  meeting."  Should  our  end  be 
gained,  let  us  not  fear  any  real  injury  to  our  Society 
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from  any  seeming  loss  of  power  to  control  our  mem- 
bership or  expenditures.  We  here  express  the  earnest 
hope  that  Auxiliary  Societies  will  be  formed  without 
delay  on  Hawaii,  Maui,  and  Kauai ;  and  why  not  in 
San  Francisco,  Chicago,  New  York,  and  Boston  ? 
We  must  try  to  retain  the  interest  and  co-operation 
of  our  absent  "cousins"  and  their  descendants.  The 
latter  are  liable,  in  a  measure,  to  forget  their  ancestry. 
And  do  we  not  desire  that  their  thoughts  should  often 
revert  to  the  scenes  of  the  labors  of  "  the  Fathers," 
now  fast  passing  off  the  stage,  and  to  the  island 
childhood  homes  of  their  parents  ?  The  letters  from 
the  absent  cousins  during  the  past  year  have  been 
few,  and  we  must  tenderly  cultivate  the  bond  of 
union,  or  this  lack  of  direct  interest  will  still  increase, 
and  all  the  more  so,  as  our  distinctive  character  as 
the  Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society  is  fast  be- 
coming obliterated  by  the  large  additions  to  our  num- 
bers of  those  Who  have  no  special  interest  in  the 
Society  on  account  of  its  peculiar  origin,  but  rather 
from  its  present  character,  position,  and  evangelistic 
purpose. 

The  lack  of  increased  commercial  prosperity  at 
these  Islands  is  leading  and  has  led  many  of  our 
cousins  to  seek  employment  in  other  lands.  One  of 
the  most  generous  contributors  to  our  funds  has 
recently  left  these  Islands,  perhaps  not  to  return. 
How  shall  we  retain  his  interest  ?  Absent  Cousins, 
we  still  love  you,  and  we  wish  you  to  love  us,  and 
to  help  us  in  showing  that  we  love  the  cause  which 
led  our  Fathers  to  forsake  home,  and  country,  and 
friends,  for  these  once  heathen  islands.  We  do  not 
call  upon  you  to  aid  us  in  building  a  monument  of  mar- 
ble, whose  towering  shaft  sjiall  pierce  these  sunny 
skies,  to  tell  the  multitudes  of  strangers  that  may 
monthly  touch  at  these  shores,  or  the  future  inhabit- 
ants thereof,  that  godly  men  and  women  once  toiled 
here  for  the  honor  of  their  Redeemer  and  the  salva- 
tion of  men,  but  we  would  perpetuate  their  memory 
by  a  devotion  like  theirs  to  the  cause  of  Christ.     We 
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are  not  ashamed  of  our  origin.  We  arc  not  willing 
yet  to  change  the  name  of  our  organization,  "  The 
Hawaiian  Mission  Children's  Society."  We  would 
inspire  in  our  descendants  a  veneration  for  "the 
Fathers."  Whatever  may  have  been  the  defects  in 
the  character  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers,  their  descend- 
ants will,  as  the  nges  roll  on,  cherish  more  tenderly 
their  memory  amid  the  sneers  of  a  scoffing  world. 
And  have  we  any  less  occasion  than  they,  to.  foster 
the  remembrance  of  our  Missioiuiry  Fathers?  The 
Pilgrims,  driven  from  their  homes  by  their  perse- 
cutors, sought  a  refuge  on  the  bleak  snores  of  New 
England,  where  they  might  worship  God  according 
to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences.  Our  Fathers 
voluntarily  left  a  loving  kindred,  in  many  instances 
in  opposition  to  their  remonstrances  and  to  their  great 
regret,  and,  voyaging  away  for  eighteen  thousand 
miles,  took  up,  as  they  expected,  a  permanent  abode 
among  a  heathen  race  sunk  in  the  depths  of  pollution 
and  superstition.  Voluntarily  banished  from  their 
native  land,  on  foreign  shores  they  met  obloquy, 
scorn,  and  opposition,  that  they  might  erect  the 
standard  of  the  Cross.  Well  nigh  appalled  by  the 
surrounding  darkness,  they  labored  on,  and  to-day 
Ave  behold  the  fruits  of  their  labors  under  the  bless- 
ing of  Him  who  has  promised  that  they  who  sow  in 
teai-s  shall  reap  in  joy.  Their  works  do  follow  them. 
I  need  not,  to-night,  call  your  attention  to  the 
nearly  sixty  churches  organized  among  the  native 
population  of  these  islands,  in  charge  of  most  of 
which  are  native  pastors,  supported  by  their  own 
parishes.  I  need  not  speak  of  the  ten  thousands  of 
dollars  contributed  by  them  for  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  in  other  lands,  or  of  the  thirteen  Hawaiian 
Missionaries  now  in  Micronesia  and  Marquesas,  or  of 
the  many  substantial  church  edifices  erected  on  these 
islands  by  the  patient,  persevering  toil  of  the  natives. 
I  need  not  point  you  to  a  nation  virtually  taught  to 
read  and  write  by  "  the  Fathers,"  nor  of  the  system 
of  common  schools,  or  of  the  higher   institutions    of 
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learning.  I  need  not  call  your  attention  to  the  com- 
paratively rich  Christian  literature  which  their  indus- 
try lias  produced,  (a  catalogue  of  which  occupies 
nearly  six  pages  in  Dr.  Anderson's  History  of  the 
Sandwich  Islands  Mission,)  nor  to  the  very  recent 
valuable  addition  to  this,  consisting  of  a  Bible  Dic- 
tionary, and  Hymn-book  of  six  hundred  and  twelve 
hymns,  and  a  Commentary  on  the  Gospel  of  Matthew. 
These,  are  monuments  of  their  zeal,  and  faith,  and 
courage,  which  will  remain  long  after  the  people  for 
whom  they  were  prepared  shall  have  passed  away. 
Their  labors  are  soon  to  cease.  Many  of  them  already 
rest  from  their  labors,  but  their  works  do  follow  them. 
The  survivors  may  naturally  ask,  "  What  of  our 
children  ?"  Solomon  says,  "  Children's  children  are 
the  crown  of  old  men."  Many  of  you  are  the  chil- 
dren's children.  Are  you  truly  the  crown  of  the  old 
men  ?  The  wise  man  also  says,  u  The  father  of  the 
righteous  shall  greatly  rejoice,  and  he  that  beget- 
teth  a  wise  child  shall  have  joy  of  him."  Is  fcnot 
a  wise  child  one  that  honors  his  father  and  his  moth- 
er ?  How,  now,  can  we  most  honor  "  the  Fathers  ?" 
We  may  do  so  by  perpetuating  their  memory  in  every 
lawful  way.  But  can  we  suppose  that  any  mode  of 
so  doing  would  be  more  acceptable  than  to  enter 
heartily  into  their  labors,  and  to  seek  to  complete  the 
good  work  which  they  have  so  happily  begun  ? 
Many  an  aged  father  in  the  late  great  rebellion  was 
made  glad  by  the  consecration  of  his  children  to  the 
welfare  of  the  nation;  and  shall  we  not  believe  that 
nothing  would  give  greater  joy  to  "  the  Fathers"  than 
to  see  a  spirit  of  entire  consecration  on  the  part  of 
their  children  and  descendants  to  the  blessed  work 
of  rescuing  this  world  from  the  dominion  of  Satan  ? 
There  are  multitudes  in  our  midst  still  in  thraldom  to 
him.  If  our  boarding  schools  are  found  eminently 
useful  in  delivering  them,  and  in  raising  up  for  Christ 
the  teachers  and  mothers  of  those  yet  unborn,  let  us 
continue  to  put  our  shoulder  to  the  wheel,  and  to 
continue  a  lively  interest  in  them.      If    any    of    us 
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sionaries on  heathen  islands  to  secure  their  great- 
est efficiency,  let  us  volunteer  at  once,  and  not  make 
it  necessary  for  the  child  of  some  herald  of  the  cross 
in  India  to  come  over  the  great  ocean  to  our  help.  Is 
this  honoring  our  parents  as  we  should  ?  Let  no  one 
think  that  God  has  given  him  so  much  talent  that  his 
services  are  needed  more  in  enlightened  America  or 
Christianized  Hawaii.  Our  best  men  are  needed  for 
the  ioreign  missionary  work,  if  not  on  tin^  coral 
islands  among  a  few  thousands,  where  as  yet  lan- 
guages have  not  been  reduced  to  writing,  the  Bible 
translated  and  a  Christian  literature  prepared,  churches 
organized,  and  a  self-sustaining  policy  of  Christian 
labor  initiated,  then  they  are  needed  in  Japan,  or  the 
Philippine  Islands,  or  Xew  Guinea,  where  hundreds 
of  thousands,  \ea,  millions,  need  to  be  pointed  to  the 
Lamb  of  God  which  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the 
world.  Stupendous  systems  of  idolatry  and  error 
are  to  be  overturned.  The  teachers  of  Boodhism, 
Confucianism,  and  Shintooism  must  be  met  and  refut- 
ed. Great  intellect  must  be  grappled  with,  and  the 
strongholds  of  Satan  assailed.  Good  judgment  and 
scholarly  acuteness  will  be  needed  in  introducing 
suitable  religious  terras.  In  many  instances  new 
meanings,  or  shades  of  meaning,  must  be  given  to 
native  words,  and  such  foreign  terms  must  be  used  as 
necessity  may  require.  Witness  the  efforts  of  mission- 
aries to  determine  upon  the  best  word  to  represent 
God  in  Chinese. 

Think  how  you  would  translate  the  expression 
"  Swear  not,"  when  no  word  for  swear  can  be  found. 
How  translate  "  God  is  love,"  when  the  noun  love  is 
scarcely  ever  used  in  the  abstract,  and  even  then 
means  literally  "crying  for."  Think  how  you  would 
translate  a  multitude  of  passages  containing  the  word 
need,  as  (i  need  not  a  physician,"  when  no  word  for 
need  can  be  found.  How  will  you  translate  church, 
gospel,  saint,  holiness,  glory  ?  How  translate  the  ex- 
pression "our   Lord  Jesus   Christ,"  when    He  must 
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inevitably  be  spoken  of  either  as  present  or  more  or 
less  remote  ?  How  will  you  translate  "  kingdom  of 
heaven,"  when  kingdom  and  king  are  the  same  words  ? 
What  will  you  do  for  prophet,  when  no  word  for 
prophet  exists ;  or  for  law,  or  worthy,  as  in  the  phrase, 
"is  not  worthy  of  me;"  for  deny,  as  in  the  phrase, 
"  deny  thyself ;"  for  minister,  deacon,  publican,  law- 
yer, temple,  apostle,  beginning,  as  in  the  phrase,  "  In 
the  beginning  was  the  Word  ;"  for  debt,  debtor,  owe, 
nature;  grace,  earth,  air,  heart,  as  in  the  phrase, 
"  With  all  thy  heart ;"  worship,  adore,  devout,  be- 
yond, as  and  so,  when  so  follows  as,  as  in  the  phrase, 
"As  Jonah  wras  three  days,"  &c,  "  so  must  the  Son 
of  Man,"  &c  ?  How  translate  salvation,  government, 
exhort,  excuse,  forgive,  penitent,  let,  live,  as  in  the 
phrase,  "For  to  me  to  live  is  Christ?"  How  trans- 
late ordain,  proportion,  tradition?  But  why  weary 
you  with  a  translator's  difficulties  ? 

Let  no  one  of  my  young  friends  say,  "We  are  not 
good  enough  for  the  missionary  work,"  or  "  we  have 
not  sufficient  linguistic  talent,  or  executive  ability,  or 
knowledge  of  human  nature,  to  enter  upon  the  mis- 
sionary work."  Christ  made  use  of  humble  fishermen 
to  preach  the  Everlasting  Gospel,  and  God  wrought 
with  them  to  the  tearing  down  of  Roman  and  Gre- 
cian systems  of  idolatry.  Multitudes  of  His  servants, 
possessing  but  a  single  talent,  have  wrought  wonders 
through  His  grace.  Ask  the  experience  of  multitudes 
of  evangelists  among  the  heathen,  and  how  few  will  tell 
you  that  they  ever  regretted  their  decision  to  become 
Missionaries.  Let  me  give  my  testimony  to  this 
blessed  work.  Let  me  praise  the  Lord  that  He  ever 
inclined  my  heart  to  enter  upon  it.  Xever,  for  a  single 
hour,  have  I  regretted  my  decision,  and  had  I  a 
thousand  lives  to  spend,  I  would  ask  to  engage  in  this 
work  until  every  tribe  of  earth  should  have  been 
made  acquainted  with  the  story  of  Jesus  and  His 
love. 

My  heart's  desire  to-night  is  to  enlist  some  of  you 
personally  in  this  work,  to  lead   you   to  decide    even 
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now  that  if  the  Lord  will  accept  the  offer,  you  will 
consecrate  yourselves  to  making  known  the  unsearch- 
able riches  of  Christ  among  the  benighted.  Write  it 
in  your  diaries,  that  upon  this  anniversary  evening 
your  Retiring  President  pleaded  with  you  to  make 
this  entire  consecration  of  yourselves. 

The  years  roll  on.  Sixteen  years  ago,  when  I  was 
for  the  first  time  on  my  way  lo  heathen  lands,  you 
presented  me  with  an  elegant  quarto  Hawaiian  Bible. 
The  frequent  sight  of  this  has  been  an  unceasing 
stimulus  in  our  work.  That  same  year,  in  the  absence 
of  your  President  (now  laboring  on  the  northern 
shores  of  Spain,)  you  invited  me  to  deliver, *in  the  old 
mission  school-house,  the  annual  address.  Some  of 
your  number  have  since  slept  in  Jesus.  Others  will 
follow  soon.  It  is  not  probable  that  just  this  assem- 
bly will  ever  meet  again. 

To-morrow  we  rest,  according  to  the  command- 
ment. Then,  by  the  favor  of  God,  will  that  beautiful 
messenger  of  peace  spread  her  wings  to  the  breath 
of  heaven,  to  bear  us  to  distant  climes  with  the  word 
of  life.  Would  that  we  could  take  some  of  you  with 
us.  Our  year  of  social  intercourse  and  union  with 
you  has  been  very  pleasant;  and  we  part  with  pain, 
to  be  absent  for  a  season.  Did  health  permit,  this 
separation  would  be  for  years.  To  take  with  us  the 
entire  New  Testament,  which  God  has  permitted  us 
to  translate  for  one  of  the  dark  tribes  of  earth,  is  an 
unspeakable  privilege.  To  take  with  us,  for  the  little 
church  on  Apiang,  so  charming  a  bell  as  some  of  you 
have  aided  in  procuring  is  another  joy,  and  as  its 
sweet  tones  ring  out  on  Sabbath  mornings,  among 
the  cocoa  groves  of  that  coral  atol,  Ave  shall  think  of 
loving  hearts  that  pray  for  us,  and  though  not  labor- 
ing at  our  side,  are  still  serving  the  Blessed  Master  in 
that  portion  of  the  vineyard  to  which  they  feel  called. 
We  rejoice  in  the  special  interest  which  you  are  now  to 
take  in  the  evangelization  of  the  Gilbert  Islands.  It 
will  be  a  link  binding  vou  still  more  closely  to  us. 
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But  I  must  close. 


"  A  few  more  struggles  liere, 
A  few  more  partings  o'er, 

A  few  more  toils,  a  few  more  tears, 
And  we  shall  weep  no  more. 

A  few  more  storms  shall  beat 
On  this  wild,  rocky  shore; 

And  we  shall  be  where  tempests  cease, 
And  surges  swell  no  more." 

We  shall  miss  the  stimulus  of  your  monthly  meet- 
ings, and  your  words  of  encouragement,  but  we  will 
hope  to  meet  again.  In  the  meantime  let  me  encour- 
age you  to  keep  steadily  before  you  the  real,  great 
end  of  this  Society :  the  honoring  of  our  matchless 
Redeemer.  Let  each  member  feel  it  to  be  his  or  her 
duty  to  add  to  the  interest  of  your  meetings  by  faith- 
ful attendance  and  self-denying  liberality.  Co-operate 
heartily  with  your  newly  chosen  Board  of  Managers, 
to  promote  your  mutual  usefulness.  Make  your  So- 
ciety more  and  more  worthy  the  respect  of  the  com- 
munity about  you,  and  of  your  friends  abroad.  Follow 
peace  with  one  another,  and  brotherly  love. 

If,  in  the  providence  ot  God,  we  never  meet  again 
on  earth,  may  we  in  the  heavenly  home  together  re- 
call the  scenes  of  our  efforts  here  to  save  a  perishing 
race.

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Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Hawaiian 
Mission  Children's  Society. 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  Children  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission 
to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  desiring  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Gospel  Missions,  as  well  as  to  strengthen 
the  bond  of  union  that  naturally  exists  among  us, 
do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  Social  Mission- 
ary Society^  under  the"  folio  wing  Constitution  and 
By-Laws : 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Ha- 
waiian Mission  Children's  Society." 

Art.  2.  The  design  of  this  Society  is  to  cherish  and 
promote  union  among  its  members,  to  cultivate  in 
them  an  active  missionary  spirit,  to  stir  them  up  to 
good  works,  and  more  especially  to  assist  in  the  sup- 
port of  Christian  Missions. 

Art.  3.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  Pres- 
ident, Vice  President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  So- 
ciety, to  hold  office  for  one  year.  Female  members 
of  the  Society  are  eligible  equally  with  the  male  to 
any  of  these  offices. 

Art.  4.  No  one  is  eligible  to  fill  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent for  two  consecutive  years. 

Art.  5.  At  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society, 
two  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  who,  together 
with  the  Officers  mentioned  in  Article  3,  and  such 
members  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Auxiliary  Societies 
in  accordance  with  Article  9,  shall  constitute  a  Board 
of  Managers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  the  gen- 
eral superintendence  of  the  business  of  the  Society, 
and  who  shall  hold  office  for  one  year. 
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Art.  6.  Any  descendant  of  those  who  are,  or  have 
been  members  of  the  American  Protestant  Mission  to 
these  Islands,  and  the  descendants  of  all  those  admit- 
ted into  the  Society  in  accordance  with  Article  7,  are 
entitled  to  join  the  Society  by  paying  into  the  Treas- 
ury the  sum  of  one  dollar  annually,  which  shall  con- 
stitute one  an  Annual  Member,  or  paying  at  any  one 
time  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  which  shall  constitute 
one  a  Life  Member. 

Art.  1.  Any  person  not  included  in  the  6th  Article, 
may  be  permitted  to  join  the  Society  upon  the  same 
terms  with  those  who  are,  by  the  consent  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the 
Society. 

Art.  8.  Any  number  of  Life  Members,  resident 
elsewhere  than  in  Honolulu,  pledging  not  less  than 
$25  annually  to  the  Treasury  of  this  Society,  may 
form  an  "Auxiliary,"  (to  consist  of  Annual  and  Life 
Members  of  this  Society,)  by  the  appointment  of  such 
officers,  and  the  making  of  such  regulations  as  they 
may  wish,  provided,  however,  all  be  done  in  conform- 
ity with  Article  2  of  this  Constitution. 

Art.  9.  Any  Auxiliary  Society,  pledging  not  less 
than  $100  per  annum,  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  annu- 
ally one  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Parent  Society,  to  hold  office  one  year  from  its  An- 
nual Meeting. 

Art.  10.  Any  person  may  be  admitted  as  an  Hon- 
orary Member  of  this  Society  by  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  approved  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting 
of  the  Society. 

Art.  11.  The  Society  shall  hold  a  regular  meeting 
on  such  a  Saturday  evening  of  each  month  as  it  may 
approve,  and  an  Annual  Meeting  in  May  or  June. 

Art.  12.  Each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate  of 
membership  in  the  following  form,  to  be  signed  by 
the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer : 
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Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brothers  to  dwell 
together  in  unity. — Ps.  cxxm:  1.

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Art.  13.  Alterations  in,  or  additions  to,  this  Con- 
stitution, may  be  made  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  by  a 
vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  such 
alterations  or  additions  having  been  handed  in  in 
writing,  at  the  previous  meeting  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,  or  any  member  of  the  Society. 


BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  L— Of  the  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  over  the 
meetings  of  the  Society;  deliver  an  address  before 
the  Society  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  upon  vacating  his 
office  ;  appoint  all  committees  ;  sign  all  certificates  of 
membership  ;  arrange  the  programme  of  exercises  for 
each  regular  meeting,  consulting  with  the  Chairmen 
of  the  various  committees ;  and  "he  may  convene  the 
Societv  to  Special  Meetings  at  his  discretion.  He 
shall  also  be  "ex  officio"  President  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 
3* 
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Sec.  2.  The  Vice  President  shall  audit  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Treasurer,  and  perform!  all  the  duties 
of  the  President  in  case  of  his  absence. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Sec- 
retary to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  at  its  several  meetings,  and  make  out  an  ab- 
stract report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  during 
his  term  of  office,  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  He  shall 
also  be  "  ex  officio"  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers ;  and  shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  with  a  certified 
copy  of  every  order  on  the.  Treasury  authorized  by 
the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  carry 
on  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  at  home  and 
abroad  ;  take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the 
Society,  among  which  shall  be  included  all  reports 
and  essays  read  before  the  Society,  and  report  at  its 
Annual  Meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  safely  keep 
all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Society  ;  pay  over  such 
moneys  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  such 
expenses  as  shall  have  been  incurred  by  their  order, 
such  order  having  the  signature  of  the  Recording 
Secretary ;  shall  countersign  all  certificates  of  mem- 
bership; and  shall,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Society,  present  an  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  the  Society  during  the  year. 

AIITICLK    II. — Op  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section"  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  superintend,  all  business  transactions  of 
the  Society.,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  Consti- 
tution, and  to  keep  lull  and  correct  minutes  of  all  its 
own  proceedings. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  of  the  Society  desiring  to 
bring  any  business  before  the  Board  of  Managers, 
shall  make  known  such  business  in  a  written  applica- 
tion to  some  member  of  the  Board,  who  shall  lay  it 
before  the  Board,  foiHheir  action  thereon. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Board  shall  decide  upon  all  applica- 
tions for  membership  under  Articles  7  and  10  of  the 
Constitution,  and  also  upon  the  disposition  of  the 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  4.  The  minutes  of  the  Board  shall  be  read 
before  the  Society,  at  each  regular  meeting,  for  ac- 
ceptance and  adoption. 

Sec  5.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  death,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  refilled  by 
regular  election  of  the  Society,  at  the  earliest  suc- 
ceeding meeting. 

Sec  6.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  as  the  Board  may  determine,,  within 
seven  days  immediately  preceding  the  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Society.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board 
shall  note  the  members  present  at  each  meeting. 

Sec  7.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be 
called  by  the  President  at  his  discretion,  or  at  the 
request  of  three  members  thereof. 

Sec  8.  A  majority  of  the  members  resident  in 
Honolulu  shall  constitute  a  working  quorum  of  the 
Board. 

ARTICLE    III. 

The  members  of  the  Society  arc  bound  to  attend 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Society,  as  far  as  may  be 
possible ;  to  perform  all  such  duties  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  assigned  to  them ;  to  collect  all  informa- 
tion that  may  be  useful  or  interesting  to  the  Society, 
and  at  each  regular  meeting  contribute  to  the  funds 
of  the  Society,  according  to  their  generosity  and 
means. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Society  shall 
be  opened  by  prayer  and  singing ;  the  minutes  of  the 
last  meeting  shall  be  read  by  the  Recording  Secretary ; 
the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  then  be 
read  and  acted  upon  ;  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up 
by  the  Treasurer ;  the  entertainment  provided  for  in 
Article  5  shall  then  be  in   order;  next  shall  follow 
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miscellaneous  business  ;  after  which  the  meeting  shall 
be  closed  by  singing. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  open 
to  such  guests  as  any  of  the  members  may  invite  as 
being  in  sympathy  with  the  Society  and  its  objects. 

ARTICLE  V. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Three  on  Music,  who 
shall  be  chosen  quarterly,  to  aid  in  providing  for 
profitable  entertainment  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Four,  consisting  of 
two  ladies  and  two  gentlemen,  to  be  elected  semi- 
annually, to  conduct  a  monthly  paper,  the  purpose  of 
which  shall  be  to  develop  more  fully  the  intellectual 
resources  of  the  Society,  and  add  to  the  missionary 
interest  of  each  monthly  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Rules  of  Order. 

Section  1.  In  miscellaneous  business,  no  one  shall 
speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  a  time  without  per- 
mission from  the  Society. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  other  points  of  order,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  be  guided  by  the  rules  laid  down  in 
Cushing's  Manual. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  annulled  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any 
regular  meeting,  notice  of  each  amendment  having 
been  given  at  the  meeting  next  preceding.
